Can our 
armaments be said to be complete 
with this poor air force? .. . The 
future of Russo-Japanese relations is 
uncertain.” 

At Sothport, England—Jack Mills, 
former member of parliament, told the 
labor party's convention “Japan is de- 
liberately Ppreparigg for war against 
Russia a the only question is 
whether- war _cofhe at the begin- 
ning of 1935 or in the summer.” 

At Vancouver, Monday, Admiral 
Isoroku Yamamoto, of the Japanese 
navy, nevertheless declared “It is the 
opinion of the Japanese navy that all 
powers, particularly the great naval 
powers, should effect radical redue- 
tions in armaments.”

FOUR MEN PICKED 
ASINSULL JUROR 


Defense Attorneys Cau- 
tiously Question Pros- 
pective Jurymen. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—()—While 
Samuel Insull Sr. sat chin in hand, 
drowsing occasionally, attorneys 
fenced today in the first suave battle 
of Insull’s trial for mail fraud—the 
selection of a jury to wrestle with the 
$143,000,000 transactions involved. 

Questions directed at veniremen, 
who ranged from public accountants 
familiar with corporate finance to 


steam fitters, indicated the defense 
wanted a jury without unpleasant 
memories of stocks and bonds, partic- 
ularly fron, any of the stocks of In- 
sull’s huge public utility system. 

The federal government prosecutors 
exhibited willingness to take almost 
any venireman who presented himself 
and could hear clearly. 

“Did you ever deal on the stock 
market?” and “Do you own any stock 
in the Insull group?” were two ques- 
tions inevitably asked by the defense 
attorneys, representing Insull and the 
16 business associates on trial with 


him, 
Both Side Cautious. 

Both sides proceeded with the ut- 
most caution, since both were rigidly 
limited as to peremptory challenges. 
The defense can reject only 10 of 
the prosjective jurors, the govern- 
ment only six. 

The first four accepted were: 

George Barclay, 65-year-old garage 
man of Yorkville. He is a former sher- 


ff. 

Walter J. Cassidy, 27, Chicago in- 
surance salesman, 

William Austin, 47, dairy farmer of 
Richmond.

Insull, 73 years old and the head, 
until 1932, of the largest system of 
public utility holdings ever concen- 
trated under one man’s control, came 
into court with ti to say when 
his case was called.

Veniremen Questioned. 

Judge James H. Wilkerson, in 
whose United States district court the 
Insull trial opened, asked Venireman 
R. T. Bartlett, oil company manager, 
if he had any fixed opinion about the 
guilt or innocence of Insull and his 
16 aides. 

“There’s no doubt of it in my 
mind,” said Bartlett. He explained he 
had lost money in the crash of Insull’s 
financial companies, which fell early

Although most high soviet officials 
are ardent communists, they have 
found the comitern to be a veritable 
“Old Man of the Sea” in troubling 
and impeding their conduct of foreign 
affairs. 

And although the comitern has not

viet foreign office, nevertheless, if 
one may judge by the past, shouts for 
world revolution emanating from the 
conference hall of the Seventh World 
Congress of the comintern just under 
the Kremlin walls are likely to re- 
emphasize the,communist basis of the

The 
Russian government, as such, always 
has maintained that it had no con- 
nection with the campaign for world 
revolution. 

Probably the outstanding reason 
why many people abroad have id@gnti- 
fied the soviet government with the 
cominterh is that some of its leaders 
are *prominent in comitern work. 

But soviet officials have always 
maintained that in their comintern 
work they were acting as individuals, 
not as representatives of the Russian 
government.

THE STATE CONVENTION 

The state convention that con- 
venes in Macon tomorrow will be 
composed of a record number of 
democrats from the various coun- 
ties of the state and its delegates 
will be more nearly united in opin- 
ion than has been the case at a 
similar meeting in many years. 

In vitw of the urgent need for 
further inmprovement and reforms 
in the public service, it is fortu- 
nate that the democratic hosts of 
the state will be able to get down 
to the task of formulating a plat- 
form without the hindering effect 
of factional politics. 

The approaching session of the 
legislature will face the vitally im- 
portant task of enacting legislation 
that will make possible the correc- 
tion of unhealthy conditions in the 
state, lift the tax burden, at least 
to some extent, from the owners of 
property; make possible the pay- 
ment of back-due teachers’ salaries 
and Confederate pensions, and more 
adequate contributions to the va- 
rious eleemosynary institutions sup- 
ported by the state government. 

In approaching this herculean 
task the members of the general 
assembly. should have the benefit 
of a suggested program of legisla- 
tion adopted, after careful consid- 
eration, by the state convention. 

The delegates will gather at Ma- 
con to perform the functions of 
the state convention carrying an 
overwhelming mandate of the peo- 
ple for a continuance of the pro- 
gressive policies of Governor Tal- 
madge’s first term. As the direct 
representatives of the people they 
will be intimately familiar with the 
sentiment in every county in the 
state. They will know what the 
people want and will indorse to the 
general assembly a program of leg- 
islation in keeping with the will of 
the public. 

Few state conventions have been 
faced with a greater responsibility.

One of the two girls on whose 
testimony the negroes were con- 
victed mysteriously disappeared, 
and now evidence has been un- 
earthed, according to Alabama au- 
thorities, that efforts to bribe the 
other girl to change her testimony 
have been made. 

For more than three years this 
case has been kept alive by re- 
course to every possible legal tech- 
nicality. Through the activities of 
outside organizations, the people 
and the courts of a sovereign state 
have been held up to scorn and 
abuse. 

It is high time that this malodor- 
ous case be settled once and for 
all, and that an end be put to out- 
side interference in the process of 
Justice in Alabama. To that end, 
if it is proven that the men charged 
with bribery are guilty, they should 


ae be given the heaviest penalty au- 


thorized under the law. 

The use of bribery to thwart the 
ends of justice strikes at the very 
foundations of civilization. If it has 
been attempted in the Scottsboro 
case, there can be no further doubt 
as to the real basis for the “indig- 
nation” expressed by influences 
generally autagonistic to the south. 


A DOWNTOWN PARK 

The resolution adopted by city 
council looking toward the crea- 
tion of a downtown park of the 
block bounded by Mitchell, Hunter 
and Washington streets and Cen- 
tral avenue, seeks to supply the 
city with one of its most outstand- 
ing needs. 3 

There is no other city in the 
United States of Atlanta’s size and 
importance without at least one 
open space in its business district 
devoted to beautification and offer- 
ing opportunity for rest and re- 
laxation from the hustle and bustle 
of business. 

The block in question fis the 
keystone of the civic center plan 
advocated for many years by vari- 
ous local organizations. It is faced 
by the state capitol, the city hall 
and the Fulton county courthouse, 
all handsome structures, 

The imposing appearance of 
these structures is largely nullified 
by the fact that they face rows of 
obsolete and tumbledown buildings. 
There are no structures of value on 
the block it is proposed to turn 
into a park, except three old church 
edifices a half century or more old. 
One of these churches, the Second 
Baptist, has been abandoned by its 
congregation. The Presbyterian and 
Catholic churches are brick struc- 
tures. 

The resolution adopted by coun- 
cil calls for the appointment of a 
commission of nine, to be named 
jointly by the governor, the mayor 
and the chairman of the board of 
county commissiohers, to investi- 
gate the feasibility of the project 
and make recommendations. 

The development of such a cen- 
tral park will be somewhat expen- 
Sive, but its cost would be imma- 
terial in comparison with the bene- 
fits that would result from the 
creation of an open space in the 
heart of the buildings housing the 
state, county and city governments. 

It is to be hoped that some way 
will be found by which this much- 
needed civic asset can be created.

THE WORLD'S 
WINDOW 


By PIERRE VAN PAASSEN. 


Ypres. 


In the old salient, around Zille- 
beke and Hell-fire corner, where tens 
of thousands of men lost their lives 
in order to prevent the useless dust- 
heap that was Ypres from falling into 
German hands, the peasants have 
turned the old concrete pill-boxes into 
chicken-coops. I slithered through a 
rain-sodden plowed-up field to have a 
look at an observation-post and found 
it swarming with pigeons. Another 
concrete shelter housed an enormous 
family of pigs who, mistaking me for 
the man with the fodder, first grunt- 
ed with delight, but when they got 
nothing from me, turned to a kind 
of grouching which sounded an aw- 
ful lot like the arguments our Saxon 
forefathers used to put up when they 
stood around a cursing-stone. _ 

And so I walked out to Hill 60. 
Hill 60 had another name before the 
war, a@ Flemish name. I think I had 
better leave that name untranslated. 
It was a sort of lovers’ rendezvous 
place. Next to Dead Man’s Hill, near 
Verdun, Hill 60 is perhaps the most 
ghastly reminder of the war on the 
old western front. On Dead Man’s 
Hill, where the bodies of 50,000 un- 
buried Frenchmen and the bodies of 
another 50,000 unburied Germans, 
executed a week’s long dance of death 
—arms, legs, trunks, heads flying in 
the air—as the two opposing artil- 
leries played their barrage into that 
mass of flesh and bones, the spec- 
tacle of which furnished a trainload 
of howling insane men each day to 
each of the combatant armies. Around 
that hill the French get up a fence 
some years ago. Why? Because peo- 
ple were carrying off the skulls and 
bones. 

On Hill 60 they have custodians 
around to see that nothing is carried 


away. 


Yhe Tunnels. 


You can see here the tunnels and 
trenches where British and German 
sappers worked fot months standing 
up to their waists in ice-cold, oozing 
mud. No bands played here. No 
flags were waving. No girls came 
to hang wreaths of flowers around 
the tips of the bayonets. And no pol- 
iticians yentured down into those 
stinking holes to tell the boys: “The 
country is proud of you.” 

The “great adventure” around here 
consisted in getting your knee-cap 
smashed by a piece of shrapnel or a 
machine gun bullet to your shoulder, 
anything to get away from “the field 
of glory.” And rats! Holy smokes ! 
The place still swarms with them. 
They used to come into our haversack 
and eat the last hunk of cheese, right 
under your head which rested on the 
haversack. They’re still at it. Sleek 
and fat they are. You know why, 
don’t you? Everywhere in the fields 
here you see stakes with rusty steel 
hats hanging on them. German, 
British, French and Belgian helmets. 
They stick up out of the cornfields. 
They mark the graves of unknown 
men. The farmers, plow around them 
in springtime. a

I wound up the day on the Yser 
river, near the huge column erected 
by the Flemish nationalists. I was 
glad in the evening to get to an inn, 
after a day of cemeteries and tombs 
and graves.

Viaanderen (everything for Filan- 
ders) and Vlaanderen voor Kristus

HEALTH TALKS

CLIMATE AND CHRONIC 
RHINITIS. 


A medical colleague says he won- 
dered if 1 had not let myself in for 
something when I conceded that cli- 
matic changes might aggravate 
chronic rhinitis. He says my teachings 
about spray infection have led him 
into ‘personal difficulties with people 
who made the painful mistake of 
coughing in his face (when he was not 
paid for it) or coming into his home 
with a high power col and some 
of these people are now saying with 
great glee “See, Doc Brady 
admits,” etc, etc. 

In the first place, I have never con- 
ceded that cold, drafts, wet feet, 
dampness or insufficient — clothing 
might aggravate chronic rhinitis, In 
the next place, if the poor idiots get 
any comfort out of that misunder- 
standing, let them enjoy it. The life 
of the victim of cryophobia must be 
pretty sad at best. 

I do believe that wearing excessive 
clothing, overheating dwellings, shops, 
conveyances, schools, churches, thea- 
ters, and excluding drafts and damp- 
ness, are common factors of chronic 
rhinitis, chronic bronchitis and related 
conditions. Or if you can think better 
in words of two syllables, I believe 
the bad habite just mentioned are the 
chief cause of chronic catarrh. 

My colleague wonders just what 
would happen to surgical patients if 
the operating room were kept cool. 
What effect would a draft have on a 
patient under ether? While heat is

News Behind the News 


STEAM WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—When Mr. Roosevelt con- 
cluded his reassurance radio talk Sunday night, he 
turned to his secretary and said: “There’s nothing like getting 
mad once in a while, is there, Mac?” Mac agreed there wasn't. 
All who were close at hand also agreed that Mr. Roosevelt never 
smiled less and pounded the table more. His text may have been 
judicial in tone, but his manner of delivery was certainly challeng- 
ing. The crescendo was reached when he spat that phrase about 
British bankers co-operating with their government, leaving an im- 
plication which American bankers could not have missed. ~ 
Those who will see the movie version of the speech may not 
believe this story, for, when the president repeated portions of his 
talk for the sound cameras, his manner was different. He, was 
more like his old self, smiling and expostulating. 
His first manner, however, tells the real story behind the speech, 
and the tone may prove to be as significant as the text. 


PURPOSE The tone implies very clearly that there may be 
some change in methods of the New Deal, but no 
change in purpose. It is clear that Mr. Roosevelt may hereafter 
administer his business reform medicine with a pat on the back 
instead of a tweak of the nose, but it will still be the same medicine. 
This represents a maderation of the attitude taken in the Green 
Bay speech, some weeks ago, but no competent authority here be- 
lieves it means a trend toward conservative policies. The effort 
will be to practicalize and make workable the reforms now under 
way, and not to weaken them.

BANKS Mr. Roosevelt’s pointed reference to bankers is sup- 

posed to have been inspired by the recent turnover in 
the bond market during the government refinancing, and to the 
fact that only a few bankers have been able to see the possibilities 
of small housing loans. 

It is not much of a secret that some of the bankers have 
started a rush for short-term government paper and shied away 
from the longest-term bonds. . 

Also, one sympathetic bank in New York is supposed to have 
made more housing loans than all the rest of the banks in that 
city. 

There is no question but that the banks in England co-oper- 
ated bette® with their government, but there are only a few of them, 
whereas our far-flung banking system represents all shades of opin- 
ions and views, good and bad, smart and stupid. 


INTEREST Home renovators who are paying 9.7 per cent in- 

terest probably never will be able to understand 
why the bankers are not rushing out to hand them money. Also, 
some congressmen are beginning to wonder why the home renova- 
tion loans are bearing 9.7 per cent whereas the law calls for 5 
per cent. 

The facts behind that situation are not hard to understand. 
.When you get a home renovation loan of $100 from a bank, the 
interest is deducted before you get the money. At 5 per cent that 
means a deduction of $5 for a year. You pay the money back in 
12 monthly installments, so, after six months, you have paid off 
half the loan, although you paid the interest for the full loan for a 
year. On the basis of the amount of the loan actually in your 
possession through the year, the original $5 deduction figures out 
at an interest rate of .097166. 

Such arrangements are usual for installment loans. Most law- 
yers will agree that the 9.7 rate comes within the 5 per cent re- 
striction of the home renovation law. 


INSTALLMENT BUYING You can get a better slant at the 


Situation by comparing the home 
renovation loan plan with private installment loan plans. 

If you only knew it, you pay as much as 18 per cent interest 
(in financing charges) when you buy your automobiles, if you 
figure the interest on the same basis as people now are figuring the 
home loan interest at 9.7 per cent. Also, certain private home loan 
agencies working on the installment plan charge as much as 17 to 
22 per cent on their installment loans. 

The home renovation arrangement, at least, represents the 
cheapest interest rate yet offered on installment buying. On these 
loans the banks run little or no actual risk, but the amount of cleri- 
cal work involved in handling such small installment loans makes 
bankers shy away from them, even at the 9.7 per cent figure. There 
are 12 collections to be made. It keeps the bookkeepers busy. 

The truth is that the original plan, first worked out by the New 
Dealers, would have cost more than 11 per cent. It was only after 
an expert installment loan man-was called in from a New York bank 
that the actual interest was cut down to 9.7.

HEAR TALMADGE 


U. S. Merchant’ Marine 
Termed Inadequate by 
Governor in Ky. Speech. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 2.—(P)— 
Governor Eugene Talmadge( of Geor- 
gia, today praised the record of the 
American merchant marine but said 
the provision for merchant ships in 
the United States was inadequate. 

Addressing the annual convention 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, the 
governor pointed to the shipping rec- 
of Georgia seaman and boasted that 
the first steam vessel ever to cross 
the Atlantic sailed from Savannah, a 
Georgia port. 

He reviewed the damage to enemy 
shipping done by American merchant 
vessels in the wars with Great Brit- 
ain and the serious lack of needed 
tonnage in the Spanish-American and 
World Wars. 

“Adequate transportation  facili- 
ties,” he said, “at the beginning of hos- 
tilities (the World War) would have 
materially shortened the war, result- 
ing in the savings of many lives and 
billions in expenditures. This latter 
item, of incalculable magnitude, rep- 
resents one more penalty that must be 
chalked up against our failure to 
maintain a merchant marine in the 
days of peace.” 

Urges Vets to Act. 

He urged the veterans to get be- 
hind a movement to provide more mer- 
en ships carrying the United States 

ag. 

“An adequate merchant marine,” 
Governor Talmadge added, “is the best 
protection for our country. It does 
not mean going to war. It is the 
best safeguard to keep us out of wars. 
I could never see the reason in any 
agreement to burn up and sink per- 
fectly good ships that cost the tax- 
payers of this country millions of 
dollars to build.” 

The governor added: 

“The historic crossing of the Sa- 
vannah has been commemorated in the 
establishment of National Maritime 
Day. This interesting occasion has 
been set aside by law as an annual 
tribute to the Savannah and her in- 
trepid crew. Georgia is proud to have 
had a part in bringing to the atten- 
tion of the people an all but for- 
gotten achievement in the youth of 
our country. Maritime Day is now a 
part of the law of the land and has 
been twice memorialized in procla- 
mations by President Roosevelt. 

“Georgia has another interest in 
shipping. For it was in our state 
that the John Randolph, first iron 
ship built in the United States, was 
launched. The Randolph was fabri- 
cated in England, brought to this 
country in a wooden sailing vessel 
and assembled at Savannah. She 
took to the water in 1834. For 40 
years she served on the Savannah 
river before being lost to posterity. 
, Georgian World War Leader. 

“During the World War, we are 
proud to record, a Georgian—Rear 
Admiral Benson—served as chief of 
naval operations. Upon Admiral 
Benson’s shoulders fell the prodigious 
task of getting men and materials to 
France. No man contributed more to 
the famous ‘Bridge of Ships’ than 
did William S. Benson, of Macon. 
Upon the maintenance of this bridge 
depended the success or failure of the 
conflict. The allies were in desper- 
ate straits. We got our men over in 
time, and with a concerted drive, were 
able to end the war. Even a few 
months’ delay would have prolonged 
the war and resulted in a further 
loss of life and expenditures of in- 
estimable magnitude. 

“In 1926 Georgia was to enjoy 
still another distinction in connection 
with the development of shipping. In 
that year there sailed from Savan- 
nah the Tampa, first seagoing motor- 
ship to fly the American flag. ‘The 


vessels built by the Shipping Board 
as part of our World-War program. 
She was launched in 1920, an oil- 
burning neg neeege 401 feet in length. 
Six years later the Tampa was fitted 
with Diesel engines as part of the 
$25,000,000 conversion program un- 
dertaken by the Shipping Board. She 
sailed from Savannah in November, 
bound for Germany, the first of her 
kind to take the American flag to sea. 

“I cite these things to “es my 
interest, and the interest of the people 
of Georgia, in the developmnt of an 
adequate merchant marine. No other 
group is better qualified to under- 
stand that interest than the members 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—(#)—Ad- 
vantages of education by radio 
through non-commercial broadcasts 
were pictured Monday for the federal 
communications commission by repre- 
sentative educators, who took occasion 
to criticize the character of some cur- 
rent commercial programs. 

Opening two weeks of public hear- 
ings, the commission listened to speak- 
ers for the national committee on edu- 
cation by radio, composed of repre- 
sentatives of nine,national educational 
organizations, urge committee recom- 
mendations for the protection and ex- 
tension of available broadcast facil- 
ties for edrcational broadcasters op- 
erating non-commercial stations, 

Joseph F. Wright, director of the 

University of Lllinois broadcasting 
station WILL at Urbana, said that 
since 1926 the number of educational 
transmitting stations declined from 
105 to 38 while the number of com- 
mercial stations rose from 537 to 602. 
A nation-wide network of state-con- 
trolled, non-commercial bgpadcasting 
stations in the future was envisioned 
by Dr. Glenn Frank, president of the 
University of Wisconsin. 
In recommendations read for him 
at the hearing, he suggested that the 
commission “ear mark” for future use 
enough broadcasting channels to pro- 
vide for non-commercial stations that 
ultimately would b* needed.

Ickes, Harry IL. Hopkins, federal 
relief administrator, and other offi- 
cials have gone over tentative plans 
in conferences. with the president. 
These discussions are to continue un- 
til a decision is made. 

Embraced within the recommenda- 
tions to congress’ probably will be Mr. 
Roosevelt’s ideas for land and water 
conservation, including the retirement 
of millions of acres in submarginal 
soil and for the development of water- 


power, 

He sketched his vision of the plan- 
ned use of land and water in a mes- 
sage to congress last June in which 
he said: “Only thus can we perma- 
nently eliminate many millions of peo- 
ple from the relief rolls on which their 
names are now found.” 

Secretary Ickes today declined to 
discuss the amount he might recom- 
mend to continue the work of his ad- 
ministration. The definite sum, he 
added, had not been mentioned. 

Administration officials, however,

Ickes said approximately $200,000,- 
000 would be needed next year to carry 
on projects already under way.

PARIS, Oct. 2.—(4)—Discovery of 
a vaccine against yellow fever was re- 
ported to the academy of science Mon- 
day by Professor Charles Nicolle, di- 
rector of the Pasteur Institute at 
Tunis. 

Experiments carried on by Dr. Jean 
L’Aigert for the Tunis Pasteur In- 
stitute, he reported, were extended 
into the French African possessions, 
where 5,000 vaceinations already com- 
pleted were so successful the governor 
general made them obligatory.
